Big Bertha's Long Range 


Outclassed Otht • Guns 


Typical artillery of the World war, 


writes John A. Menaugh, in the Chi- 
cago Tribune, were the following Brit- 
ish guns: The 14-inui gun. with a 
range of 20 miles; the 12-inch gun. 
with a range of 19 miles; th- '.US-Inch 
gun, firing a shell 15 miles; the 6-inch 
gun, with a range of 10 miles; the 12- 
Inch howitzer, hurling a shell 8 tulles; 
the 60-pounder rifle, with a range of 
more than 7 miles; the 9.2-inch how- 
itzer, shooting 7 miles;-the 18-pounder 
Held piece, with a range of about 9.400 
yards; the 4.5-Inch howitzer, with a 
range of 7.000 yards; and the 3.7-Inch 
howitzer, shooting 5,800 yards. 


The maximum range of .the huge 


German 42-centimeter howitzers that 
were used against the forts at Ant- 
werp was 10,300 yards. The German 
6.09-inch trench mortar threw a shell 
1,250 yards. The German Mlnenwer- 
fer was capable of throwing a 50-pound 
trench bomb 450 yards. 


It was the German long-range gun, 


the Big Bertha, however, that was the 
most talked-of weapon of the World 
war. 
A number of guns of this type 


were employed In shelling Paris. 


Others of the gun? had different max- 


imum ranges, the greatest only slightly 
less than SO miles. 


Tb* St.m-WiBdittf Watch 


The earliest mention of a keyless 


or self-winding watch Is In Schwenter't 
"Demise Mathematlca'e et Fhysicae," 
published at Xurnb«>rg in 1651. Brit- 
ten quotes an advertisement in the 
London ..Gazette of 1680 .concerning a 
watch having • spring wound up with- 
out a key. In 1750 Caron (later Betu- 
marcbals) made a watch In • ring for 
Mine, de Pompadour whlcb was wound 
by means of a lever projecting front 
the case under the dial.'

Probably the flrtt i>anctlon«d public 


lottery was the one Inaugurated by 
Benjamin Franklin and his friends to 
build an "Association Battery" as pro- 
tection against feared attacks during 
the early British-French elaane*. Tick- 
ets were sold for 40 shUHncs «>cli. 


Popularity of the "gambling" be- 


came so great that by 1700 lotteries 
were being held In all sections through- 
out the Philadelphia nrea. 


At the oiitbresk of the Revolutionary 


war the thirteen states, sorely In need 
of money to finance their armies and 
fljtht for Independence, sanctioned lot- 
teries, and congress authorized print- 
Ing of 100.000 tickets. 


Some of the more Important lotteries 


before nod during the Revolution were: 
For 3,000 pieces of eight to flnish St. 
Paul's Episcopal church; to raise T>00 
pounds to finish Trinity church, Or- 
ford; to raise 6.000 pounds for the 
>"ew Jerseq college, which later be- 
came Princeton university, and' to raise 
3,000 pounds to build a lighthouse at 
C«i* Heulopen and Improve ntvlga- 
tlon In the Delaware. 


Many of the early ronds and streets 


in Philadelphia were paved with money 
from sanctioned lotteries. The state 
legislature to prevent increase of tates 
authorized a lottery in 1791 to raise 
$30,000 for construction of the Phila- 
delphia and Lancaster turnpike, now 
the National highway. 


Nowadays, "number" racketeers have 


taken over the "business" here. Phil- 
adelphia Is one of their greatest cen- 
ters.

New York.—The rejuvenation of the 


railroads through the use of high- 
speed 
streamlined 
trains is 
being 


blocked by 240.000 obstacles—the ap- 
proximate number of grade crossings 
In the United States, V. G. Iden of the 
American Institute of Steel Construe- | 
tion, states.

With only 30.000 of these grade 


crossings protected, trains cannot be 
run at anything like the recent record 
speed of the Union Pacific flyer, which 
was made possible by employing thou- 
sands of extra watchmen, Iden as- 
serted. 


The solution lies in a broad program 


of grade-crossing elimination, which 
could be carried out for 12,400,000,000 
through the use of steel overpasses, be 
said. Such -work would provide em- 
ployment for 750,000 men directly en- 
gaged In the work for a year and would 
bring about the re-employment of many 
thousands more in farms, mills and 
factories throughout the country. Im- 
proved transportation would operate In 
the farmer's behalf, It was claimed.
